This envelop# was postmarked at Los Angeles and dated 
Janaary 8, 1941* The envelope contained a piece of white paper about- 3i"„x U m 
on which was st taped a printed aes safe ■Death to F.D.BU'and the British. * 

W ISSCK advised that similar envelopes with similar writing were sent to the 
police chiefs in lew Orleans, Kansas City, and possibly other cities which verw 
postmarked at Los Angeles and dated January 8, 1941. 

WASSOH further stated that he felt that the printing on the slip 
of paper was done by a rubber stasp printing press each as the kind purchased in 
a Wool worth store for 20 cents. Be added that he had purchased such a printing 
press and had compared it with the printing on the slips sent to the police 
ehiefs and felt it was the same type . T«o photostatic copies of the letters 
dated June 20, 1940, and April 27, 1941, have been placed in instant file. 1A3S0B 
fiirther advised that he had conducted an active invest igatioo to determine the 
writer of these anonymous letters and he felt that the writer of thee* letters 
was a woman, probably Italian and probably yonag. Be stated that he had conducted 
a handwriting contest in one of the high schools in the section of Los Angeles' 
where most of the Italian persons lived. Be also stated his investigation revealed 
th*t the number on the postmark was of no masietance in locating the place «a«re 
the letter was mailed in that this number merely represented the number of the 
aa chine through which the letter went on being canceled and that the canceling 
machinei. n umbe rs 1 through 18 were located in the Terminal Annex, Los Angeles, 
and that ell letters In the possession of the Secret Service attributed to the 
unknown subject were canceled at the Terminal Annex. 

VASSOH further advised that nis investigation of the paper used 
by the subject revealed that the paper came from a ruled tablet which could be 
purchased in any lo-cent store and that the envelopes were enramnn envelopes which 
could likewise be purchased in a ten- cent store; that neither th» envelopes nor 
tne paper contained any watermarks.
